Claims 59, 70-74 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 59, "applying heat" lacks antecedent basis. Should "55" (line 1) have 
read -58-? 

As to claim 70, this claim is mixing features of two embodiments. Should "69" 
have read -55--?
